ORY OF SAINT JOSEPH COLLEGE 


Ever since the birth of religion, various religious institu- 
tions have sent missionaries to different parts of the world. 
The purpose of these missionaries was not only to convert 
people of different religions, but to also set up schools 
and to provide educational facilities for the young. This 
is one of the most important values of missionary work: 
to spread the possibility of education. 


In 1887 one such religious group, the Marianists of the 
Order of the Society of Mary, sent a few volunteers to 
Japan. The first schools of the Marianists were the 
3yosei in Tokyo, the Kaisei in Nagasaki, and the Meisei 
in Osaka, all Japanese schools. Then, in 1901, to accom- 
modate the children of the steadily increasing foreign com- 
munity in Japan, Marianist brothers came to Yokohama 
10 start another boy: Yokohama was the most 
obvious place to have a school because, in ordance 
with a previous law made when Japan was just opening to 
Gaijins, foreigners were permitted only to live in Yoko- 
hama in a special area, which the British referred to the 
Bluff. (Though this law was revoked a long time ago, asa 
result of it a significant majority of the foreign community 
still resides in this area.) And so, boarding at 44 Bluff, the 
site of the Sacred Heart Cathedral, the Marianist brothers 
began the institution. which exists today: Saint Joseph 
College.

In the earlier days of Saint Joseph College, most of the 
brothers were of the Alsace-Lorraine region in France, 
and up to the time of World War One all the students 
spoke both English and French fluently. As is today, the 
student body then was also composed of international 
backgrounds. The only difference between then and now 
is that those days there were no Japanese pupils and, there 
were only a small number of Chinese who attended to 
better their proficiency in English. 


In 1907, finding not enough room to accommodate the 
students at 44 Bluff, the school moved to 85 Bluff, where 
it is presently located. Previous to its becoming a school 
area, 85 Bluff was the address of the Maple Hotel. The 
hotel was bought with other neighboring property and 
houses, and all this became the school campus. However, 
since there was no sports field yet at school, athletic 
activities were conducted at the Yokohama Country and 
Athletic Club, a country club for foreign residents in 
Japan which had a large soccer field. By 1910 sports were 
already an important element at Saint Joseph College. 
An interesting point is that one of the first soccer teams 
in Japan was the one at Gyosei. 


At 3 minutes before noon on September 1923, disaster 
struck the school and the rest of Yokohama—the Great 
Kanto Earthquake. With the exception of four or five 
buildings, all of Yokohama was demolished flat to the 
ground. Miraculously there were no casualties at all at 
school, a fact which can be greatly appreciated consider- 
ing that at a neighboring girls’ school, the school of Saint 
Maur run by a group of nuns, 12 nuns and forty children 
were killed. Having no place to stay, all foreigners left 
Yokohama taking their children with them. There was 
no building, no student body, and therefore no school. 
The brothers, looking for a place to stay, went to Kobe 


Sa = where they were taken care of immediately. 


On October 1, exactly one month after the earthquake, 
the brothers restarted school for the children of foreigners 
in Kobe, using the first and second floors of a grade 
school in the town of Sumiyoshi which the municipality 
had lent them. In addition to these classrooms, the 
brothers rented two private houses to be used as accommo- 
dations for themselves and the boarders. Two years later, 
in 1925, the brothers moved back to Yokohama; things 
were somewhat restored by then. The top floor of the 
new building, which had been built before the earthquake 
was rebuilt, and by June of 1925 there were 111 boys back 
at school. For the time being the girls of the school of 
Saint Maur used the third floor classrooms because none 
of their buildings were rebuilt yet; and so, for the first 
time in the history of Saint Joseph College, an air of 
coeducation pervailed.

The foreign community kept on increasing and so did 
the number of students. The buildings of Saint Maur 
were rebuilt and the girls moved back. Then, in 1927, the 
construction of the building which exists today started. 
At that time the total school property consisted of two 
levels of ground, one five meters higher than the other. 
To erect the building a pit of about ten meters was dug, 
and in here the building was constructed. This was very 
strange at first because for the time being one could see 
into the second story classrooms from the playground. 


The whole area was then dug and levelled to make it flat 
enough for a playground. All the excess earth was used 
to help fill up the area of sea where Yamashita Park is 
today. A small playshed, used as a gymnasium, was 
built where Chaminade Hall and the audio-visual center 
stand today, and by 1928 all buildings and levelling was 
completed.

During the years 1938 to 1940 was threatened. The 
consuls of various countries warned their citizens to leave 
Japan, and consequently the students of Saint Joseph 
College all left save for a handfull. Nonetheless, the 
schoolstayed open. When the war broke out, the Kempei 
(similar to Germany's Gestapo) came to the school to pick 
up the two American Marianist brothers that were there. 
They were allowed to take a lunch with them, but after 
that they were interred at the Negishi Golf-course and 
race-track until a prisonner-of-war exchange in 1943.

All foreigners were looked upon as spies because, ironi- 
cally enough, they all lived on the Bluff —a hilly area— 
where they could see the harbour and spot any ships 
coming in or out. In effect, all foreigners were ordered to 
leave the Bluff and as a result the school closed down. 


When the school grounds were deserted, the Japanese 
navy, air force, and army each wanted the building for 
their own use. A gencral council was held in Tokyo and 
after some debate the air force gained control of the 
grounds. And so the school was for the first time not a 
school, but an airplane research center.

Unable to stay on the Bluff any longer the brothers 
were given a set alternative places to go. One of them 
was situated in Honmoku, but luckily they did not move 
there, for had they done so they would have all burned 
alive during a later air-raid. In September, 1943, they 
moved to the Gora Park Hotel in Hakone, which had 
fourteen rooms. Undaunted by current events, the 
brothers started school in the hotel for foreign children 
in Hakone. The school managed to have all twelve 
grades, consisting of both girls and boys. The largest 
classes were the third and fifth grades, having five children 
each. Despite the hardships involved in wartime situa- 
tions, two people managed to graduate during the war, 
and the school continued at Gora until the Japanese 
surrender in 1945.

Nonetheless, though the community spirit was of a 
superlative nature, things did not become any better, the 
war dragged on, and 1944 found twenty five starving 
brothers in Gora Park Hotel. Food was rationed to an 
unrealistic minimum and five brothers died. Of the food 
that existed, a large percentage would start to decay after 
being stored for half a day; if it had not been for the 
sympathy of some farmers all the brothers would have 
surely starved to death. 


In addition to the worsening food situation, worries 
were increased by constant harassment of the Kempei. 
Restrictions were enforced everywhere, and all actions and 
freedoms were limited—the foreigners were not allowed to 
even wink, yet alone speak, to a Japanese. The Kempei 
were well noted for arresting foreigners and beating them 
until they admitted to being spies. 


When the Japanese surrendered in 1945, the brothers 
moved back to Yokohama. All the school buildings were 
deserted and much was destroyed as an enemy installation 
by the invading forces of MacArthur; also, much looting 
had been done by certain enterprising individuals. When 
the Americans first came, they took numerous documen- 
tary films of the emaciated skeletons of the brothers to 
show the world the injustices of war; but for three months. 
the brothers received no food, clothing, medicine or any 
kind of help. This of course, is understandable, consider- 
ingthat there were hundreds of others in a similar predica- 
ment. Finally, in November, the Red-Cross distributed 
food packages among all the foreigners.

At first, the American occupational forces wanted to 
use the school as a hospital—this was because the 
Japanese had disguised their airplane research center by 
recording it officially as a hospital. However, there were 
machines and airplane parts lying all around the soccer 
field to disprove this theory, and the brothers got back 
the school. In June, 1946 sixty workers were sent to the 
school by the occupational forces to restore it to 
functional condition, and by September 13th all was 
rebuilt 


Thirty foreign children had signed a petition asking 
that the school be reopened. On October 14, it was 
decided that the school would reopen the next day; at 9 
o'clock there were twenty-five children at school; at 10 
o'clock there were fifty, and by the end of the week there 
were three-hundred students, both boys and girls because 
Saint Maur's was again rendered inactive; and so, for a 
second time Saint Joseph College was coeducational. 


During the first year that it reopened, the school had 
only mathbook for the teacher and an English reader for 
each student. Later, however, tons of books came from 
donations in San Francisco and Hawaii. 


As things became better, the number of students in- 
creased, and much to their regret, the girls of Saint Maur 
had to go back to their original location. From then on 
things returned to normal at school, and, up to today, the 
school has progressed in its educational facilities and 
scholastic and athletic achievements.

The automatic sliding door opens as I step on the doormat, and I walk into the building. A conveyor belt takes me into an elevator, 
and we start going up. Another school day is about to begin, not unlike, I suppose, the days of my grandfather. Yet I distinctly кйш 
grandfather saying that one had to actually push a door open to get into the school, march in, and walk up some stairs to get to class. I 
wonder what the classrooms looked like in those days. The chairs probably didn't have as much styrofoam padding as the ones we have 


now. In fact, I bet they only reclined about 120° instead of a full 180°. The headphones they listened to lectures through probably dind’ 


even have the separate tone and volume controls that ours have. 


Life must have been torture for them in the 1970's. Though at that time, primitive as they were, (poor souls) they probably didn't even 


know. In fact, just the other day grandfather was muttering something about corpsical punishment or something that they had in his 


grandfather's days. Oh yes! They actually had punishments too, in the 1970's—things called demerits, and suspensions, and restrictions, 
whatever they were. 


One good thing about those days, I bet they didn't have all these cameras and sound devices to keep an eye on students. Besides being 


an invasion on our privacy, its a ridiculous waste of money. It would be cheaper to put as educational supervising regulator in each room 


(“teachers” I think they called them in those days). 


Well, the music's playing now—time to go to the next class. They're playing Strauss today (imagine having to begin and end classes 


with a harsh sound, such as-what did they call it?—hard rock—or these “bells” that grandfather mentioned).

grandfather also had a thing called a *motorcycle"—a two-wheeled object driven by an inefficient combustion engine with a fuel tank which 


needed constant refilling—how primitive!
